Duty on their Notes, there is no Record in the Hooks of this Department, from which the Amount of their Notes in Circulation 
in January 1636 can he obtained. 

The Amount of the Notes of the Joint Stock and Private Banking Companies in Ireland in January 1836, (as shown by their 
Accounts of Unstamped Notes in circulation, in the half-year ended December 1835) was .L‘. 1,71 3,900.
